OPERATION SCARE-’EM-OFF UNDERWAY 
Recent crime statistics and anecdotal evidence of 
the crime deterrent effect of “scary stuff’ has led 
Hamptons law enforcement officials to quickly 
adopt a new approach to fighting property crimes 
in the area. The Hamptons Police announced 
the new program on Tuesday in an official 
news conference. 

“We're calling it ‘Operation Scare-’Em-Off,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Our studies now show that homeowners and 
business owners can achieve a reduction in 
theft and burglary by using ghoulish displays to 


frighten off criminals who break into their houses 
or shops.” 

The police cited a recent attempted burglary 
at a local non-profit as a case in point. “In that 
instance, the burglar broke in and was clearly 
looking for valuables to steal from the premises,” 
says Hirsch. “However, what he wasn’t counting 
upon was being scared out of his wits by a 
cleverly placed Halloween display that sent him 
high tailing it out of there.” Evidence suggests 
that when the burglar came across the display, 
he or she rapidly made for the nearest exit, 
upending some displays in a frenzy of terror. 
The frightening seasonal display, Hirsch notes, 
was designed to be activated when a person 
walked past it. “This was something that 
would give you the willies even under ordinary 
circumstances. Just imagine being a burglar and 
all of a sudden you've got a skeleton lighting 
up and moving and talking to you. You might 
never recover!” 

As a part of Operation Scare-’Em-Off, the 
Hamptons Police are making experts available 
to help in putting together truly scary displays 
for homes and businesses and to offer advice 


regarding placement in interior spaces to 
maximize the fright factor. “These are the pros,” 
says Hirsch. “These aren’t the guys who run the 
haunted house down at your local firehouse. We’re 
talking Hollywood talent.” At the news conference, 
examples of possible displays designed by the 
experts included a pile of what appeared to be 


‘bloody body parts that moved and oozed in a 


sickening manner. But even Hirsch seems a little 
leery of encouraging the use of something quite 
so repulsive. “That one’s probably overkill,” he 
says. “We certainly wouldn’t recommend that 
except in the most extreme cases.” 

On the other hand, Hirsch warns against the 
use of displays that are inadequately frightening. 
“This isn’t amateur night,” he says. “Don’t just 
put up a cutout of a black cat or of a couple of bats 
hanging on strings and expect to keep burglars 
out. Oh, and don’t put on that sound-effect 
record of the guy moaning and rattling chains. 
That was never scary, even when I was two 
years old!”

When the Biggest Ship in the World Hit an Underwater Peak Off Montauk 


MODEL OF THE “GREAT EASTERN” AT HOME IN THE MONTAUK POINT LIGHTHOUSE MUSEUM 


BY DAN RATTINER 


n the morning of August 27, 1862, the 

keeper of the Montauk Point Lighthouse, 
William Gardiner, walked outside onto the front 
lawn to greet the day, only to see the largest ship 
in the world, by volume six times the size of any 
other, standing broadside a short distance off 
the cliff upon which he was standing. It was a 
stunning sight. 

He had read about it in newspapers when it had 
been launched in England three years earlier, but 
he never imagined he would see this monster. 
The Great Eastern was a passenger ship that 
could carry up to 4,000 wealthy guests. It was 
nearly 700 feet long, and had three sources of 
power: sails, paddle wheels and a giant screw in 
the rear. One paddle wheel was on the port side, 


one on the starboard. Above deck, six masts with 
sails alternated with five smokestacks belching 
coal smoke. Any two of the three power sources 
could inch this giant monstrosity forward at up 
to-14 knots. It was certainly like no other ship in 
the world. 

A few passengers were seen on deck, along with 
some of the 418 crew members who seemed to be 
running this way and that in panic. The ship was 
not moving. 

Gardiner ran back inside the lighthouse 
apartment and woke his wife and teenage son, to 
urge them to come outside. They quickly dressed 
and did. They all gaped at this wonder of the age. 

And then, out of breath and standing there with 
his family, he saw there was something wrong. 
The Great Eastern was listing to starboard. 


underwater rock mentioned on all sea charts. 
No ship had ever foundered on it before. At low 
tide, it was still 25 feet below the surface. Could 
the largest ship in the world have a draft greater 
than 25 feet? 

Gardiner looked down at the three rowboats 
pulled up on the sand at the foot of the cliff. 
They were there to help mariners who needed 
to come ashore. If this ship sank, they would be 
little more than useless in the catastrophe that 
would follow. 


The idea for this ship had come from the 
mind of British engineer Isambard Kingdom 
Brunel in the 1852. At the time, there was a 
growing demand for passenger steamships to ply

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the Atlantic between England and America, and 
many small ones, packet ships that could carry 
several hundred people, had been built. Drawing 
in a sketchbook, Brunel wondered if one gigantic 
steamship could do the job more efficiently if, 
for example, it were the size of six smaller ones. 
It could carry more coal. It could even, if his 
calculations were correct, go all the way from 
England to Australia without refueling. It would 
be a sensation. But could it be done? 

He consulted the famous naval architect and 
ship builder John Scott Russell, who told him yes, 
it could, but it would have to have an enormous 
amount of power to survive the high seas in a 
storm. Russell said that four 2,000-horsepower 
engines, among the strongest known at the 
time, could move it forward at 14 knots, easily 
in calm seas, perhaps with more difficultly in 
heavy seas. It might be rough to control then. In 
any case, having the three forms of propulsion 
would reassure everybody, especially skeptical 
passengers who had never seen the likes of this 
before. The men did not know it at the time, but 
it would be more than 40 years before another 
ship was built larger than this one. That’s how 
long it took the shipbuilding industry, now with 
engines of much greater power, to try something 
this size again. - 

For example, the Titanic, built in 1911 and 
only slightly larger than the Great Eastern, had 
engines that produced eight times the power. 
They plowed the ship smartly through the 
roughest seas at nearly 24 knots until we all know 
what happened. 

But here, half a century before, the Great 
_Eastern was cursed with problems and disasters 


from the day they decided to build it. For example, 
in 1857, there was no shipyard big enough to 
accomplish it. So one had to be purchased and 
enlarged upon. The men found a spot on the 
Thames to do this. The weight calculated for the 
ship, made of iron, would be an unprecedented 
19,000 tons. No steam-driven rams were strong 
enough to push a weight of this magnitude out of 
a shipyard into the water. A unique solution was 
proposed. Build it parallel to the water, then use 
four rams, and push it sideways to slide down the 
rails into the river. 


A few passengers were seen 
on deck, along with some of the 


418 crew members who seemed to 
be in a panic. The ship was 
not moving. 


During the construction, workmen died. At 
least two were believed to have drowned in the 
river. A search was conducted, but the bodies 
could not be found. A huge crowd attended 
the launch. Henrietta Hope, the daughter of 
one of the ship’s major fundraisers, christened 
it with a bottle of Champagne but then could 
not remember its name and so said, “I name 
thee Leviathan.” With that, the huge rams were 
turned on, struggled and failed. The Leviathan, 
or whatever it was, did not move. 

Three weeks later, with more rams placed 
alongside, another try was made, but that failed 
too. Only on a third try, with new hydraulic 
rams lining almost the entire length of the ship, 


did they get the job done. Next would come the 
sea trials. The Great Eastern went out, made a 
U-turn and, suddenly, one of the below-decks 
steam engines exploded, buckling a smokestack 
into the sea and killing six crewmen. She limped 
back to shore. The repairs took a year and 
bankrupted the shipping company that built her. 
On another sea trial, the ship’s captain and mate 
climbed aboard a small tender to row through a 
storm to shore to disappear in the waves. 

Of course, everyone knew the 18,150 
square feet of sails would catch on fire if they 
were unfurled at the same time as the coal 
fired engines sent black smoke and sparks up 


- and out of the smokestacks. But they tried it 


anyway in a mix-up. The owners also learned 
that in the United States, there was no dock big 
enough to receive the Great Eastern were she 
to arrive there, so an arrangement was made 
with the Grand Trunk Railway to have one built 
at Portland, Maine with an attendant railroad 
line. But after that dock was built, almost 

immediately a similar dock was built that size 
in New York City, so the Maine dock never 
was used. Railroad companies and the city of 
Portland sued. Another bankruptcy. 

Finally, three trips were made to New York City, 
but less than a hundred passengers signed on for 
any of them. The reason was that the American 
Civil War had broken out and people were just not 
traveling. On a fourth trip, with 1,500 people on 
board, the Great Eastern drifted out of control in 
the Atlantic because the cast iron rudder post had 
sheared off and the rudder would not function. 
Eventually, the crew found an ingenious way 
to attach heavy chains CONTINUED ON PAGE 28

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to the rudder and, using the chains as reins, take 
control. 

More problems. One of the trips was delayed 
four days because the crew reported for work 
drunk. Another time the crew mutinied for more 
pay. And then came the underwater rock off 
Montauk. The Great Eastern was one day out of 
New York with 1,530 passengers when it ran intoa 
rain squall. With the squall and an accompanying 
fog reportedly blocking the way into the Narrows 
and New York Harbor, the captain decided to 
turn north before the Montauk Point Lighthouse 
and come into the city in the calmer waters of the 
Long Island Sound. 

The underwater rock gashed a jagged cut 
into the side of the Great Eastern’s iron hull 
83 feet long, and the water rushed in. But the 


ship had also been built with an inner iron hull, 
and the rock never reached it. With the inner 
hull holding, the ship listed five degrees, then 
seven and eight degrees, but then stopped. It 
was crippled with something wrong. Never sure 
what it was, the captain finally ordered the crew 
to back off whatever it had hit and sail slowly 
through Long Island Sound and into the city. 
There, dockside, divers found the gash. It took 
another three months, with iron plates over the 
gash, to get her to move again. And there was 
another bankruptcy. 

After that, the underwater rock off Montauk 
was named the Great Eastern Rock. It remains 
so today. 

A few more trips followed. On one, a 
paddlewheel was damaged and collapsed while

out of service. On another, the Great Eastern ran 
down a sailboat named Jane, though the crew 
of that smaller ship survived. At this point, just 
three years after its launch, the Great Eastern 
was done as a passenger ship. Its luxurious 
fittings were stripped away, and it returned to 
London to be used for a time as a huge floating 
advertisement, moving up and down the Thames 
with the name Lewis’s Department Store on its 
side. It also became a gymnasium and a music 
hall for a time. And then, with its vast interior 
vacant, it was seen to be the perfect vessel for the 
laying of the first permanent underwater trans- 
Atlantic telegraph cable. Spools of this cable were 
stored onboard in giant metal tanks and slowly 
unwound as the Great Eastern proceeded to 
complete this task. 


‘The underwater rock gashed a 


_ jagged cut into the side of the 


Great Eastern’s iron hull 
83 feet long, and the water 
rushed in. 


In 1889, this ship was taken to a scrapyard 
on the River Mersey to be dismantled with a 
wrecking ball. The job would take 18 months. 
Halfway through this operation, workmen pulled 
away certain pieces of the iron outer hull to reveal 
the skeletons of those two workmen lost during 
the ship’s construction 32 years before. They had 
been trapped between the outer and inner hulls 
at the end of one workday. Their bodies were still - 
in there that day at Montauk. 

In 2013, the singer Sting wrote a sea chanty 
called “Ballad of the Great Eastern.” 

Here we proudly reprint the third and fourth 
of the song’s eight verses (composed by Sting, 
Rob Mathes, Dominic Miller, Kathryn Tickell, 
Jo Lawry, Peter Tickell and Ira Coleman). These 
verses describe the time when the great ship was 
under construction. 


A riveter was on the hull with his 
apprentice lad, 

He’d served his time with the older man, some 
say it was his dad.

Potatohampton 


Tales from the First 10K Race That Was Ever Held in the Hamptons 


watched the New York City Marathon on 

television the other day. What a sight—more 
than 50,000 cheering runners heading out with 
the bang of the starting gun to come up a ramp 
and begin across the Verrazano Bridge from 
Staten Island to Brooklyn. It made you wonder if 
such a crowd, banging their feet on the pavement 
all together, might dangerously sway the bridge. 
Those 50,000 runners all crossing at the same 
time. Do the math. Just the dead weight is 
8 million pounds. I think even a traffic jam of 
cars might not disturb the bridge that much. 

Watching the enormous crowd pumping across 
that bridge brought to mind a story about the 
little Sagg Bridge that separates Bridgehampton 
and Sagaponack and the time that the authorities 
in these parts feared for its safety during a 
running race. 

The run was the Dan’s Papers PotatoHampton 
Minithon, the first organized run ever held in 
the Hamptons. It debuted on the Sunday of 
Memorial Day weekend in 1973. The New York 
City Marathon had begun three years earlier with 
just 173 runners and was still in its infancy. Out 
here, the PotatoHampton attracted an amazing 
500 runners in its first year. I had never expected 
that many. I just thought it would be nice to 
take the summer people running by some of the 
beautiful historic sites of our area. 

The start sent the runners down Main Street 
in Bridgehampton (the police closed down the 
Montauk Highway for that!) and it passed the 
Bridgehampton Museum, the old barn and 
1907 Bridgehampton Jail, turned south on Ocean 
Road, went past the 19th century Beebe Windmill, 
the Sagaponack one-room schoolhouse, the 
Sagg General Store, and the little historic Sagg 
Bridge. The finish line was on the lawn: of the 
Bridgehampton Presbyterian Church, and every 
participant got a potato from the back of a potato 
truck we arranged to have parked on the lawn 
there. We gave out two trophies. Fastest man and 
fastest woman. 

People loved the PotatoHampton 1ok. It 
_ became, on Memorial Day, a marker for the 
start of summer. Some years we gave out prizes 
for best costume. I recall one runner dressed as 
a baked potato. Another year, three people ran 
together as french fries. 

But the year I remember most was the 
1981 PotatoHampton. The route we chose was 
the same one as always. Main Street, museum, 
windmill, Sagg School, Sagg General Store and 
Post Office, Sagg Bridge. Two days before the 
race, with all the preliminaries taken care of, 
maps printed out and everyone ready to go, I got 
a call from the Southampton Town Supervisor. 
He told me we could not cross the Sagg Bridge. 

He told me the bridge—a lovely, arching 


hundred-yard hump in the road crossing Sagg 


Pond—was determined to be weakening and in 
need of repairs. And I knew that. Indeed, it had 
been shut down to vehicle traffic for about a 
month. No cars allowed. It would be shut down 
for five more months. But it was not shut down 
to people walking across it. A sidewalk adjacent 
to the side of the road crossed the bridge. Every

day, people walked across to get to the other side 
or stopped in the center. Others often fished over 
the railing. So how could this be? And how could 
I possibly change the route at the last minute 
when the bridge was measured into the 10k 
length exactly? 

“We're pedestrians,” I 
allowed on the bridge.” 

“We're afraid what would happen if they all ran 
across the bridge at the same time.” 

“They head out from Main Street all at the same 
time, but this is three quarters the way through 
the run. The runners are all spaced out by that 
time, from front to back maybe half a mile. Just 
a few cross together, maybe 10 in a bunch or so.” 

“The board fears what might happen if they all 
marched across in lockstep.” 

Lockstep is like what a marching band does. 
Right, left, right left. 

“Nobody runs in lockstep.” 
~ “Tell you what. If you could station someone 
with a bullhorn where they. start to cross the 
bridge telling the runners not to run in lockstep, 
I think I could talk the board into letting the 
PotatoHampton runners cross the bridge.” 

We had staff and friends volunteering for 
this race, manning registration tables and water 
stops, standing at street corners waving the 
runners around the turns. I asked the person who 
was organizing the volunteers that year, Linda 
Shapiro, to get such a person and station him or 
her at the start of the bridge. 

And so, at the usual 9 a.m., everyone crowded 
onto Main Street in front of our office behind a 


said. “Pedestrians are 
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starting line, a gun sounded and the race began. 
I was in the backseat of the lead car ahead of 
the runners when the gun went off, and so 
told the driver to speed on ahead of them to 
drive the course and along the way make sure 
everyone was where they were supposed to be. 
Indeed, at the foot of the bridge, a man I did not 
recognize held a bullhorn, waiting to do his job. I 
pulled over. 

“Thanks for coming,” I said. “Also, tell me your 
name and where you're from? I need the info for 
my article in the paper next week.” 

“Fred Walters. From Water Mill.” 

“Occupation?” I asked. 

“Psychiatrist.” 

I looked at the bridge, at him, at his bullhorn. 

“That figures,” I said. 

I thanked the Supervisor for all this afterwards. 
Since that date, there have been numerous repairs 
and restorations made to that little bridge. At 
times it’s been shut completely, with not even 
pedestrians allowed to cross, and we’d known 
that ahead of time and made arrangements to 
modify the course. But I’ve never forgotten the 
psychiatrist who manned the bullhorn at the foot 
of the bridge warning runners not to act like nuts. 

Soon after our race kicked things off, big 
volunteer races for charity came on the scene— 
Ellen’s Run, the Shelter Island Run, the Montauk 
Triathlon etc.—and as we were doing this only 
for the fun of it, we bowed out of running our 
PotatoHampton in 2011. It was a lot of work, was 
expensive to pull off and, as you might say, we 
had other fish to fry. g&

y wife and I watched the film Die Hard 2 on 
TV last night. This is the 1990 Bruce Willis 

movie where he single-handedly tracks down a 
group of terrorists who have taken over the Air 
Traffic Control system at busy Dulles Airport in 
Washington, D.C. It’s late on a dark evening in 
December. A snowstorm rages. During the film, 
Willis is beaten up during one gunfight, thrown 
off an overhead baggage conveyor belt during 
another gunfight (this time with machine guns), 
climbs through the airport terminal heating vents 
and tunnels and, sitting on the snow-covered 
runway at one point, is almost run over by a 
landing plane. 

In the final scene, he has a fistfight with 
a musclebound bad guy (humorless, blond 
crewcut, high cheekbones, Aryan) on the wing 
of a moving 747 taxiing down a runway and 
accelerating to takeoff with all the victorious bad 
guys celebrating inside. Willis loses the fight, is 
kicked in the head and, while falling off the wing 
into the snow, grabs onto one of the airplane gas 
caps, causing airplane fuel to start pouring out of 
the plane to make a trail of leaking gasoline in the 
snow. Noticing that this trail begins where he is 
now sitting on the runway, he struggles to get out 
his lighter, then lights the tail of the wet gasoline, 
creating a fuse—a quickly moving flicker of flame 
that shoots down the snow and up to the plane, 
which, leaping into the air, explodes. 

“Yippee ki yay, motherf--ker,” he says. 

Because the movie is 30 years old, it’s dated 
and makes such a contrast with where we are

today, I thought it worth writing about. 

The terrorists have shut down all the runway 
lights. The pilots, overhead, await their repair. 
Onboard, the passengers patiently wait in their 
nice large seats with all the legroom. A stewardess 


politely tells one, “We know you missed your 
connection, but we’ve made reservations for you 
on a later flight.” An elderly woman, talking to 
a passenger sitting next to her, says, “I used to 
carry mace, but now I have THIS.” She takes a 
cattle prod out of her purse, presses a button, and 
for an instant an electric current buzzes between 
the two prods. “They make them small enough to 
fit in a bag now,” she concludes. 

Payphones are everywhere in the airport, and 


- with the delays people are pushing and shoving 


each other in line to use them. Everybody 
needs quarters. 

A completely inept airport police chief seizes 
Bruce Willis after he has this lengthy but 
inconclusive gunfight in the terminal’s baggage 
section and orders his police officers to frog-walk 
Willis out of the airport. “Somebody’s stealing 
luggage and you get into a gunfight with them? 
Youre outta here,” the chief says, then mumbles, 
“Hope the higher-ups don’t hear about this.” 

Willis, as in all the Die Hard films, is an off- 
duty Los Angeles police officer with a pistol 
and a badge on his belt, here at the airport 
in street clothes to greet his wife, returning 
from Los Angeles aboard one of the airliners 
circling overhead. 

TV crews are also at the airport. They are given 
special courtesy because they are there to cover 
the arrival of a South American drug lord who, 


in handcuffs, is on an incoming military plane, 
coming to stand trial in America. (Movies made 
in the decades before 1990 invariably involved 
America versus Communist Terrorists. After 
2001, the terrorists are Islamic Fundamentalists. 
In the interval, Hollywood conjured up vicious 
drug lords as terrorists.) 

The newscasters at the airport waiting for the 
drug lord are bothersome and inept. A reporter 
interviews a passenger after the traffic control is 
shut down and asks, “Do you know what is going 
on?” The passenger says, “I have no idea. I’m not 
from here.” “That’s the latest,” the reporter tells 
her TV camera. She tries to interview the police: 
chief. She goes up to the tower to interview the 
traffic controllers. There’s a crisis here, they tell 


- her. Go away. Behold the woeful media. 


Meanwhile, aboard one of the circling airliners, 
a passenger who happens to be a famous TV 
newsman enamored with himself figures out 
a way to link up to his network while locking 
himself in the bathroom. He runs down the aisle 
with his microphone, pursued by a stewardess 
who wants him to get back to his seat. She 
gives up when the door locks. This newsman’s 
account—he’s learned of the terror in spite of 
the airport’s efforts to keep it under wraps so as 
to avoid a panic—causes a panic. The terminal 
becomes a stampede of fleeing people. 

And people swear like sailors throughout 
the movie. In the 1970s and 1980s, films like 
these were big on swear words to make up for 
the straight-laced 1950s and early 1960s, when 
filmmakers could not even say “damn.”

E arsplitting gasoline-powered leaf blowers get 
stolen in the Hamptons. The thefts appear in 
the police blotters all the time. For example, this 
past week, The East Hampton Star wrote about 
the Redmax leaf blowers allegedly stolen from a 
trailer at 225B Springs-Fireplace Road. Another 
Redmax backpack blower was allegedly stolen 
from Manuel M. Andrade in East Hampton. A 
Stihl hand blower disappeared from the parked 
dump truck of Jose F. Santiago. There is also 
mention of a leaf blower allegedly stolen from 
Everton Nathaniel. 

On some occasions, the police arrest those 
who they believe are guilty. But are peaceable 
homeowners forming vigilante groups to take 
possession of all these insanely loud landscaping 
machines?

The last time an open rebellion took place in 
the Hamptons by a group of people who just 
wouldn’t take it anymore was the time when 
the State of New York passed a law requiring 
surfcasters to pay to acquire a license to throw 
their fishing rod lines into the Atlantic Ocean. At 
that time, the local fishing stations here on the 
East End simply refused to sell anybody licenses.

leaves in the Hamptons was 10 years ago, when the 
Town of East Hampton, going through a terrible 
financial time, announced that the upcoming 
November curbside leaf pickup program would 
be suspended. Just bag your leaves and take the 
leaves to the dump yourselves. 

People discovered a sneaky operation they 
could perform during the night in the Village of 
Sag Harbor. For some reason—it’s an interesting 
story how this happened, but not for this story 
about leaves—the entity known as the Village of 
Sag Harbor straddles two townships. One half of 
Sag Harbor is in Southampton. The other half of 
Sag Harbor is in East Hampton. The dividing line 
is along the centerline of a street known, as you 
might expect, as Division Street. 

You know what’s coming. That November, 
people on the Southampton side of: Division 
Street woke up in the morning to find massive 
amounts of bagged leaves by the curb in front 
of their homes.

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Jazz Jam Finds Its Rhythm at Union Cantina

hursday nights in Southampton will be a lot 

less sleepy this off-season as the hot spot 
Union Cantina has become the new home of hot 
music with the Jam Session. Union Cantina is, as 
everyone knows, the capacious home of Mexican- 
style food and drink at Bowden Square, and the 
Jam Session is, as everyone knows, the long- 
running home of world-class improvisational 
music (mainly jazz, in its many guises) on the 
South Fork. 

Sag Harbor’s Claes Brondal started the Jam 
Session. Over the years it developed a devoted 
following at its previous location, Bay Burger in 
Sag Harbor. “We had worked very hard to create 
the right energy there,” says Brondal. “Now, 
at Union Cantina, everything is so different. I 
was worried about being able to recreate that 
sacred energy there.” Well, Brondal is certainly 
right about the change in atmosphere—while Bay 
Burger was a brightly lit, family-style snack bar, 
Union Cantina has a more sophisticated and very 
distinct barroom ambience. 

But Brondal needn’t have worried. On the first 
Thursday of October, the roomy bar was packed 
_as Union Cantina and the Jam Session threw a 
kick-off party to celebrate their new association. 
From the get-go, the joint was popping with Afro- 
Cuban rhythms as top-flight Latin Jazz players 
from across the New York metro area blew 
through classics like Dizzy Gillespie’s “Con Alma” 
and the mambo favorite “Mambo Inn.” Famed 
musicians and Jam Session regulars like veteran

Latin saxophonist Oscar Feldman, globe-trotting 
trumpeter Alex Sipiagin, and sought-after bassist 
Essiet Okon Essiet were on hand to lead things 
off. As they played, a number of younger players 
stood at the bar getting ready to sit in during the 
second half of the evening. The capacity audience 
was lapping up the music, along with platters of 
complimentary appetizers and tequila shots. (It 
was a kick-off party, after all.) 

Brondal was tremendously relieved. “After the 
first song I knew we were in a safe space,” 
says Brondal. “The acoustic at Union Cantina 
is excellent.” That’s key. For improvisational 
musicians, it’s critical to be able to hear each 
other clearly and have a good sense of what the 
music sounds like to the audience. When it’s 
right, it can elevate a performance to an ethereal 
plane. “You can feel so spiritual, elevated and

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energized,” is how Brondal puts it. When the 
acoustic is wrong—well, let’s not get started on 
that. The point is, at Union Cantina, it’s right. 

Union Cantina proprietor Ian Duke, who has 
decades of experience running live music venues 
in New York City, was over the moon to have 
jazz luminaries playing in his bar. “I want to see 
Union Cantina becoming a hub for great music 
in the Hamptons,” Duke says. Duke doesn’t want 
to simply accommodate jazz at Union Cantina, 
according to Brondal, but wants to refine the 
space to make it ideal for the music. “Ian’s about 
‘Let’s elevate the experience’,” says Brondal. 
“Let’s make this a great live jazz venue’.” 

The mission of the Jam Session is to keep 
jazz alive. To that end, it has always taken its 
educational role very seriously. It’s not just about 
bringing world-class players like Randy Brecker 
(a Jam Session regular) to the Hamptons. It’s 
also about giving younger players the opportunity 
to play with legends like Randy Brecker. “The 
teaching side of it has been key,” says Brondal. 
“Having a young musician play a solo on a tune 
and then have someone like Randy Brecker play a 
solo right after—where would a young player get 
that experience outside of a big city?” 

The Jam Session at Union Cantina—that’s 
where! Every Thursday night starting at 7 p.m. So 
young people (or anybody, for that matter) grab 
your horns and come down to sit in. The rest of us 
will relax and listen, have a drink and eat a taco 
or two. Jazz is alive at Union Cantina!

this is the lesson: Never, never, never settle for 


a boring house. Respect the box, but never let 
modernism harden into a doctrine that stops 
people from being comfortable or from living 
the way they want to. It may be the architect’s 
mission to create a crisp, minimal envelope, 
but it is the decorator’s job to find ways to add 
mood and sensuality, even through illusion. This 
is because many clients have modern taste, but 
most of them don’t really want to live in an 
architectural manifesto.”

The Great Gatsby at Bay Street Is a Must-See 


rom the moment you sit down facing the giant eyes 
from the iconic book cover and the art deco back 
wall, it’s as if you’ve stepped inside a time machine 
rewinding back to 1920s Long Island. That feeling 
intensifies as the opening dance number begins— 
dapper men and flapper girls dance to the brassy 
sounds of the Jazz Age as vintage projections of 
dancers screen behind them. This is the Literature Live! 
production of The Great Gatsby at Bay Street Theater. 
Director Joe Minutillo, composer Michael Holland, 
choreographer Stephanie Vertichio and the rest 
of the creative team have lovingly taken F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s classic American novel and breathed new 
life into it, while remaining true to the source material. 


A SCENE FROM “THE GREAT GATSBY” AT BAY STREET THEATER 


Told in chapters, not acts, each is broken up by 
Nick Carraway’s thoughtful monologues, delivered 
expertly by John Kroft. As the narrator and moral 
center of the play, Nick endears the audience to him 
with his devotion to Gatsby and righteous anger at the 
hypocrisy and selfishness of the era. Kroft’s captivating 
performance grips you from minute one to ninety-five. 

In the opening chapter of the play, the atmosphere 
is beguiling, largely due to the boundless charm and 
energy emanating from Sara Carolynn Kennedy’s 
Daisy Buchanan. Her sweet persona is complemented 
perfectly by the sultry spunk of Alexandra Kopko’s 
Jordan Baker. Whether lounging around, dancing 
or flirting, the leading ladies of the play are an 
absolute delight to watch. Kennedy and Kopko bring 
an immense amount of personality and whimsy 
to the roles, expertly switching to a more somber 
or emotional tone when the script calls for it. 

As the play progresses, there’s an increasing 
sense of doom, palpable even to those who haven’t 
read or simply forget how The Great Gatsby ends. 
Much of the tension is caused by Dan Fenaughty’s 
Tom Buchanan, who dominates the stage with his 
commanding presence and machismo. Always the 
loudest voice, he often interrupts Daisy, goes on racist 
rants and interrogates Gatsby about his rumored past. 

The audience is given a moment’s respite from 
the drama with a thrilling dance number during 
the closet scene. Brightly colored shirts are strewn 
about the stage as dancers use them to lasso their 
partners to infectious Jazz music. It’s difficult to 
believe that Holland didn’t grow up during the 
Roaring Twenties, because his compositions are 
indistinguishable from the classic music of the Jazz Age. 

Charlie Westfal’s portrayal of Jay Gatsby is the 
definitive version of the classic character. Every nuance 
and complexity of Gatsby’s psyche is masterfully 
captured and put on display—appearing mysterious 
yet endearing, bold yet insecure. The moment when he 


finally goes head to head with Tom—or rather, fist to fist, 
—is intense and all too believable thanks to fight director 
Christian Kelly-Sordelet. It’s woefully clear at this point 
in the play that these two men have decided what they 
think is best for Daisy, despite her strong opinions. 

Choosing to leave Wilson (Chauncy Thomas) onstage 
clutching his dead wife Myrtle’s (Amanda Kristin 
Nichols) body juxtaposed by Gatsby, her unintentional 
murderer, relaxing poolside brilliantly brings the 
looming sense of doom to its painful conclusion, with 
Wilson revenge-killing Gatsby. The final moments 
of the play, when Nick screams at the Buchanans for 
retreating into their money, brings a fitting conclusion

to this poignant exposé of the American Dream. 

There really is something magical about seeing The 
Great Gatsby come to life onstage. Whether you're a 
fan of the book or you’ve never read it, this production 
will delight and astound you with its incredible story 
telling, impeccable acting and exciting dance numbers.

“g ne of the things we really like about the units at 
Watchcase is that so many of them are unique, 
owing to the building’s topography. And this unit, 
Penthouse 418, may not be the largest penthouse, 
but it’s arguably the nicest, with pleasant interiors 
and a whopping three outdoor spaces to hang in and 
incredible views. 

The initial ask for P418 was $7.9 million in 2014.

largest penthouse, 314, which offers 400 more square 
feet, but is lower priced at $4.25 million. 314 also 
boasts an open kitchen with island, which is very 
popular, and an outdoor kitchen on its terrace, but we 
don’t like the staircase and the fireplace in 314. 418 is 
both more attractive and has better outdoor space, so 
it’s worth the extra, we feel. 

One thing that might hold 418 back is the enclosed 
kitchen. We like a kitchen set off by itself, but most 
people prefer them to be open now. (Kudos to Deborah 
Srb for making the spot into a positive: “The stylish
